The establishment of a Lutheran 


university in America, whose pri- 
mary function it would be to edu- 
cate future religious leaders of the 
nation, was urged by Charles II. 
Boyer, vice president and general 
manager of the United Steles Na- 
tional Life and Casualty Co-., Ohi- 
cago, speaking before the Lutheran 
Brotherhood of America convention 
here today. 
He proposed that a-n 


initial fund of $10,000,000 be raised 
to get the institution under way. 


A unique plan of finance and man- 


agement was presented, and consist- 
ed of the organization of a no-profit 
corporation to hold, control and di- 
rect the university, and each sub- 
scriber to the fund for the erection 
of the university should be entitled 
to stock equal to the amount of hU 
donation, and that this stock wouJd 
pay no dividends but have voting: 
power in the election of trustees t j 
administer its affairs. 
This plan, 


argued the speaker, would allow the 
co-operation of all Lutheran bodies 
in America and assure proper dis- 
tribution of control.

The future is »iways hard to pre- 


dict, but it may be asserted, with 
confidence that Bach will be stud- 
ied as lon-g as there is music to 
study. 
For he is not only one o' 


the greatest original .masters

perhaps, without whom our modern 
Ynusic could hardly be imagined. 
Bach's great strength lies in two 
things:., 'his absolute mastery

Family of Musicians 


Born in Eisenach, Germany, Bach 


came honestly by his musical en- 
dowment, for his family was prom- 
inent in music for nearly two bun 
dred years, and has 
more names. 


recorded by the historian of music 
thnn any other family we know of. 
J. S. Bach early displayed a re- 
markablo virtuosity as 
organist, 


and spent many years of his life 


as choir-master of- the 
famous 


church of St. Thomas at Leipzig, 
where most of his great works fo;.- 
chorus and organ were composed 


Classical and Charming 


There is a \yidespread idea that 


Bach's music is unmclodious, and 
hence unpleasing. There could be 
TiO'better agency for dispelling such 
a notion than the delightful song 
which we are studying. There is a 
gayety of spirit, and a fres'rfneas 
of musical expression in it, that 
cannot fail to charm even lovers 
of "popular" music. 
In form, the 


song is not unlike a Rondo, that is, 
Ithe first and' principal theme is 
heard three times, the repetitions 
•being set off by contrasting mat- 
ter. Delightful is the v»*ay in which 
the voice ceases in the middle of 
the* first strain, to let the orchestra 
complete the theme.

That there is such an influence, 


that it is very great, and that, 
whether the sporting editors and 
their renders realise it or not, it is 
setting its mark continually on the 
youth of the country—these 
are 


facts to which Ions: experience in 
athletics, coupled with observation, 
bears witness. 


The greatest fight that amateur 
athletics, with all its vast possibil- 
ities for the forming of manhood 
and citizenship, has on its hands is 
to win its proper basis. 


The 
greatest 
commercialized 


sport interests, such as baseball, 
fighting and' •wrestling, unintention- 
ally are the greatest enemies of 
amateur sport: 
They create 
the 


chief setbacks we have in securing 
the large character-building values 
out of sport. You cannot possibly 
get the fullest results in the de- 
veloping qf character from a sport 
that is tainted with commercial in- 
terest. 


The roots of commercialized gport 


reach far down into the 
schools, 


and its influence penetrates much 
deeper into the public thought. It is 
able to dp this because so much is 
made of it in the daily press. 


It seems as if the sporting de- 


partments of most of our newspa- 
pers exist chiefly for the purpose 
of backing the commercial interests 
in sport. The vasjf mass of the in- 
fluence of the sporting departments 
are centered there. When you con- 
centrate columns of daily matter 
on professional sport, the 
effect 


cannot be otherwise than to make 
it the acme of 
ambition in 
the 
hearts of countless boys. 


Results without evils. 


Now some might argue that this 


college will he the host i influence will be stimulating in the 


college. Both institu- ! .youth and therefore a real blessing. 


On the contrary, if the newspapers 
would center on amateur sport they 
would get the same results with- 
out the evils. 


I have a theory that if we could 


get the support of the newspapers 
or. amateur sports we could there- 
by do more to make strong, splen- 
did citizens than through almost 
any other agency.
